OTTAWA, Ont., May 19.—Prime

‘' WASHINGTON, .May 19.—The 
coalition which has been support- 
ing the proposed tariff duties in 
the new billion-dollar revenue bill 
showed signs of cracking today. 
Faced with the threat of a general 
tariff fight. which would postpone 
final action on the _ tax bill for 
weeks or months, some of the tar- 
iff advocates were weakening per- 
ceptibly. 

As has been told, the tariffs on 
oil, gasoline, coal, copper and lum- 
ber were placed in the bill by a 
combination of Democratic Sena- 
tors from states producing those 
commodities, and old guard Repub- 
licans who are either natural pro- 
tectionists or wish to put the Dem- 
ocrats in a hole on the tariff issue 
in the coming campaign. If any of 
the groups composing this combi- 
nation should desert, the coalition 
would fall te pieces. 

Administration leaders, eager to 
complete the tax bill at an early 
date, were dismayed today when 
Senator Tydings (Dem.), Maryland, 
announced that he had prepared 
500 tariff changes which he would 
offer as amendments to the tax bill 
if the proposed duties were retained 
in it. A series of hurried confer- 
ences ensued, and there were indi- 
cations that the White House was 
being consulted, 

Meant to Force a Vote. 

Proponents of the oil and gaso- 
line tariffs ad originally intended 
to force a vote at 3 p. m. today. 
stating privately that they could 
count on a majority. They were 
delayed by the circumstance that 
Vice President Curtis had agrced 
to pitch the first ball at the open- 
ing game of the Negro Baseall 
League. They then agreed upon a 
vote late today, but it is possivic 
that a vote will be delayed until 
tomorrow. 

The Administration is infinitely 
more concerned with prompt pas- 
sage of the tax bill than with the 
fate of the tariffs contained in it. 
If President Hoover becomes con- 
vinced that its passage may be def- 
initely delayed through the injec- 
tion of a genera! tariff fight, he 
may reasonably be expected to ask 
Republican Senators to withdraw 
ytheir support from those  iteins. 
Without that support, the tariffs 
have no chance. 

Another reason for administra- 
tian intervention became apparent 
when it was learned from the 
State Department that Venezuela 
and Colombia, countries that would 
be seriously affected by a tariff on 
ceil, and Peru, which would . be 
vitally affected by a tariff on cop- 
per, are preparing to take concert- 
ed measures of reprisal against 
American exports if the tariffs be- 
come law. There also were official 
sndications that Canada would re- 
taliate against any tariff on copper 
or lumber. 

Although intense feeling was 
engendered by the tariff fight, it 
was almost overshadowed by the 
ominous possibility that it may 
yet be necessary to overhaul the 
oill in drastic fashion in order to 
find still more revenue with which 
to meet the cost of unemployment 
relief. y 

Unemployment Relief. 


On the floor of the Senate yes- 
terday Senator Borah of Idaho and 
Senator Watson, Republican floor 
leader, declared that a measure to 
relieve unemployment must ‘be 
passed before Congress recesses for 
the nationa] political conventions. 
They were joined in that declara- 
tion today by Representative Hen- 
ry T. Rainey of Illinois, Demo- 
cratic floor leader in the House. 

“Unemployment relief at this 
session of Congress is inevitable,” 
he said. “It follows that Congress 
must aiso raise taxes to a point 
higher than -they are in the rev- 
nue bill as it passed the House or 
as it stands before the Senate It 
is nonsense to say that the rates 
in the present bill are high. Fed- 
eral taxation in the United States 
is lower than in any large nation

Investigator, Alleging ‘Split- 
Up;’ Cites Deposits for 
Double the Amount on 
Same Dates as Payments.

NEW YORK, May 19.—The Hof- 


stadter Investigating Committee 
yesterday heard charges alleging 
that a saiesman of city street clean- 
ing equipment split commissions 
with Mayor Walker’s brother and 
his missing accountant. 

Dr. William H. Walker, physician 


and brother of the Mayor, received 
$2828. counsel Samuel Seabury 
charged. This was half the com- 
missions the salesman, William J. 
Scanlan, was paid for selling equip- 
ment to Walker’s administration. 

Seabury at the same time brought 
out that Russell T. Sherwood, a 
long sought witness, got $6000 
shortly after a similar deal was 
put through. 

William J. Scanlan, a broker, a 
realty dealer and a salesman of 
sorts—who has no office but takes 
his phone calls at City Hall—ad- 
mitted the payment to Dr. Walker 
and said it was for medical service. 
He denied it represented a split 
on commissions on the sale of 
street sweepers ty the Butler Man- 
ufacturing Co. of Cleveland, O., 
and of ash removal trucks. 

Deposits on Same Day. 

But Seabury came back at the 
witness with evidence showing 
that on each of three dates he 
drew checks to the Mayor’s broth- 
er he deposited double the amount 
in a Fifth avenue bank. These 
deals occurred in 1930 and 1931 
when the city was purchasing 
much equipment. 

“Your practice was that as soon 
as you got your commissions you 
would not wait,” Counsel Seabury 
asked. “but divide right away 
with Dr. Walker?” 

“I pay my bills,” the witness re- 
plied. “I paid what I owed him.” 

Late in the day Sherwood's two 
sisters, Miss Mildred and Miss Vel- 
ma Sherwood of Suffern, N. Y. 
took the stand. They did not know 
where their »rother was, they said, 
and had not seen him since last 
summer when he went on a honey- 
moon trip to Mexico City. 

Two Mysterious Packages. 

Two mysterious packages which 
Sherwood placed in the cus*ody 
department of the Bank of Man- 
hattan Trust Co., Feb. 25, 1931, 
were the subject of inquiry by the 
committee today. 

Frederick C. Harris, secretary of 
the Manhattan company, was the 
first witness questioned by Sea- 
bury. Harris was the holder of a 
power of attorney of a safe deposit 
box held jointly by the Mayor and 
Sherwood in the Chase Safe De- 
posit Co. 

Harris said he had known sher- 
wood since January, 1930, when 
Sherwood became an employe of 
the Bank of Manhattan Trust Co., 
but that he had not seen him since 
August of last year. He denied he 
personally had received the two 
packages from Sherwood and said 
his recollection was that Sherwood 
asked him if the bank had a safe 
keeping department and later de- 
livered the two packages to the 
head of that department. 

A photostatic copy of the receipt 
given to Sherwood for the two 
packages was placed in evidence. 
It stated that “two sealed envelopes, 
contents unknown,” were placed in 
the custody division of the bank 
Feb. 25, 19381. 

Will Mailed to Chicago. 

Harris testified that safe deposit 
box in the Chase Safe Deposit Co. 
contained only Sherwood’s will and 
“some paper clips and rubber 
bands,” when he visited it under 
power of attorney from Sherwood 
Oct. 3, 1931. : 

The witness, said he had received 
a letter from Sherwood stating that 
he was “contemplating marrying 
soon,” and asking him to, get the 
will and mail it to him in Chicago. 
Harris said he mailed the will, ad- 
dressing it to general delivery, Chi- 
cago, and said he did not regard it 
as his duty to inform the commit- 
tee of Sherwood's whereabouts, al-: 
though he knew the committee was 
looking for Sherwood.

Widening of the bridge, from 60 
to 100 feet, is proposed in connec- 
tion with the widening of Grand 
between Magnolia avenue and West 
boulevard. Condemnation 


street improvement. The city is 
not asking the commission to order 
construction on the viaduct or ap- 
portionment of its cost while the 
street condemnation is pending. 

The contemplated construction 
amounts to a second bridge made 
an integral part of the existing 
one, but of a different type. The 
new unit would consist of flat spans 
of reinforced concrete. Its north- 
ern end would cross over widened 
Market street, landing on Grand in 
front of the 138th Infantry Armory. 
This would be a step toward sep- 
aration of street grades at a busy 
intersection. 

Papin street would be the south- 
ern end of the old and new units. 
The topography would aid the grade 
separation scheme. President Kin- 
sey of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice said the ultimate plan was to 
tear out the present bridge and 
substitute a second new unit 
matching the part now proposed. 
He thought it possible that this 
might be undertaken simultaneously 
with the first unit, though there is 
no definite plan. If the old cross- 
ing is retained, its eastern railing 
wil] be removed. The result, after 
the widening. would be two 36-foot 
roadways, separated by a raised 
strip, and two 12-foot sidewalks.-.. 

When erected in 1888, the pres- 
ent viaduct was a source of wide 
engineering interest. It was one of 
the first stiffened suspension 
bridges built. The suspension is 
from big steel members instead of 
cables and there is other stiffen- 
ing to prevent swaying. 

The city’s application is direct- 
ed against the Missouri Pacific, 
Frisco, Wabash and Terminal! Rail- 
roads, the Public Service Co., 
which has car tracks on the bridge. 
Union Electric Light & Power Co.. 
Western Union Telegraph Co. and 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co, 
But for the presence of the rail- 
roads and other utilities, construoc- 
tion of the bridge extension over 
the Mill Creek valley would cost 
Only $60,000, the city asserts. It 
suggests, therefore, that the utili- 
ties should pay the difference tin 
cost, $390,000, arising from en- 
gineering problems they cause. 

An agreement on apportionment 
of cost may be made, the city sug- 
gests. It asks that the Public Serv- 
ice Co. be required to pave and | 
maintain its track spaces.

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Fight Over Tax Bill 
Tariffs Opens in Senate

to make them attractive. This is 
not a pleasant statement, but I see 
no way to avoid it.” 

Rainey did not exnlsin how he 
would raise the additional reve- 
nue, nor would he discuss the fact 
that his position is opposed to that 
of Democratic Senate leaders, who 
are engaged in drafting a plan 
which involves the issuance of Fed- 
eral bonds to finance a large pub- 
lic works program. 

Tydings Ready for a Fight. 

As the struggle over* the oil 
tariff was reopened in the Senate 
today. Senator Huey Long (Dem.) 
Louisiana, read an excerpt from 
the latest encyclical of Pope Pius 
XI, denouncing greed which had 
been responsible for manipulating 
the markets of the world and ac- 
cumulating vast wealth in a few 
hands. 

“I thank the Senator.” Tydings 
interposed, “for reading one of the 
best arguments that I have heard 
against the proposed . protective 
tariffs in this bill.” 

Thereupon, declaring that, “if 
we are going to have a tariff fight 
here, let’s have a real one,” Tyd- 
ings announced that he had pre- 
pared 500 tariff items and would 
offer them as amendments to the 
revenue bill if the pending tariffs 
were retained. He indicated a thick 
stack of them resting on his desk. 

“T don’t believe there should be 
any tariff items in a revenue bill,” 
he said, “and I am convinced that, 
if we get into a tariff fight, we 
shall never balance the budget by 
the end of the fiscal year, but I am 
unwilling to give protection to oil 
unless we give it to other com- 
modities for which it is being de- 
manded. 

Among those listening from the 
gallery was Wirt Franklin, Okla- 
homa producer and head of the oil 
lobby. Senator Gore, Oklahoma 
Democrat, went up for frequent 
conferences with him as the debate 
proceeded. Senator Barkley, Ken- 
tucky Democrat, also visited the 
gallery to confer with members of 
the coal lobby. There was no at- 
tempt at concealment. 

Senator Long, alluding to a rather 
celebrated incident of the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff fight. told Tydings 
that “the farmers in my State are 
wearing straw hats on which yor 
voted to put a tariff.” 

“Yes,.”” Tydings retorted, “and if 
this tariff on oil goes through they 
will have nothing over their heads 
except God’s blue heaven.” 

Tydings Appeals to Missourians. 

Tydings asserted that the. oil 
tariff would not benefit the inde- 
pendent domestic producers, but 
would enable a few great oil com- 
panies to increase the domestic re- 
tail price. 

“If the big companies would ben- 
efit from this tariff, why are they 
fighting it?" asked Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma. 

“T haven’tseen them fighting it,” 
Tydings replied. “None of them 
have seen me, or even sent me a 
letter. The men who are doing the 
lobbying around here are Bascom 
Slemp, Frank Hitchcock and Wirt 
Franklin. Slemp was one of the 
master minds of President Hoover's 
campaign. Hitchcock is a former 
Rtpublican Cabinet member. 
Franklin is a Republican candidate 
for Senator. You can't go outside 
this chamber without being but- 
tonholed by one of them. They are 
the kingpins of that ‘locust swarm 
of lobbyists’ to which President 
Hoover has referred, but they seem 
to be pretty close to persons of 
high place in this government.” 
Tydings calculated that the farm- | 
ers of Missouri would have $3,551,- 
000 added to their yearly gasoline 
bill if the tariff is adopted. He ap- 
pealed to Senators Hawes and Pat- 
terson to vote against it. 

Senator Cordell Hull (Dem.), 


as an outstanding authority on tar- 
iff, took up the attack on the oil 
tariff, declaring’ that the policy of 
exorbitan protection had been 
largely responsible for the depres- 
sion. red 

“In order to shut out a few com- 
modities that trickle in here and 
there,” he said, “we embarked on 
a blind course which soon resulted 
in other countries shutting out our 
vast exportable surpluses. What 
does it profit us to keep out a lit- 
tle oil or a little of something else, 
if we are unable to sell automobiles. 
wheat, cotton. machinery and the 
other great surpluses that we pro- 
duce ?”’ 

He told the Senate it was “eco- 

nomic folly’ to suppose that we 
“can lift ourselves to prosperity by 
bootstrap methods while the rest 
of the world continues to sink.” He 
named a list of raw materials pro- 
duced in this country and now 
“protected” by the highest tariffs 
in history, the prices of which have 
reached ‘“‘all-time lows” this year. 
. As a result of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff, he said, “American trade has 
been virtually outlawed, and even 
now our British cousins are as- 
sembling at Ottawa in an atmos- 
phere of deep-seated and overt in- 
jury to take further measures 
against us.” 

Hull criticised President Hoover's 
veto of the recent Democratic tariff 
bill, and described the President’s 
reasons as “utter sophistry.” He 
said the veto message disclosed ihat 
President Hoover’ either doesn’t 
understand the operation and effect 
of tariffs, or desired to mislead the 
public. 

Tariff and Campaign Funds. 

Alluding to the President's state- 
ment that there “never was a time 
when this country was more in need 
of a protective tariff,” Hull ex-

Tenant (Claims Damages Because 
She Failed to Get Court Per- 
‘mission to Rent It. 

Suit for $6200 damages was 
filed in Circuit Court at Clayton 
yesterday against Mrs: Hugh W.

SHORT SELLING RULES 


Margin of 10 Points a Share 
Required for Bears by 
New Regulation. 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Reports 
current for several days that the 
New York Stock Exchange was 
tightening up its restrictions on 
short selling by requiring members 
to demand higher margins against 
short accounts were confirmed in 
authoritative quarters today. 

While no formal announcement 


was made by the exchange, it was 
learned that every member firm 
handling speculative accounts was 
advised by the Business Conduct 
Committee that it must demand 
and maintain a margin of 10 points 

a share on ali short accounts re- 
pe of price of the stock. 
Moreover, the members were or- 
dered to compute such margin 
separately in the case of a custom - 
er having both a long and short 
position. Under this ruling an ex- 
cess margin in a long account can- 
not be used as margin against a 
short position. 

Interests close to thé exchange 
described the ruling as an “inter- 
pretation of the position taken by 
the exchange on short selling last 
fall.” In some brokerage circles, 
however, the. exchange’s pro- 
nouncement was regarded as a far 
more drastic move to discourage 
bear selling than any of the warn- 
ings and orders issued previously 
on this much discussed phase of 
stock exchange operations. 

In practical operation, the new 
rule means that a trader wishing 
to sel! short a stock selling at, say, 
$5 a share, will have to put up as 
margin a full $10 a share, or 100 
per cent more than the value of 
the stock sold. The May 1 bulle- 
tin of the stock exchange showed 
that on that date the average price 
of all listed stocks was $15.34 a 
share, 

Another recent compilation dis- 
closed that 16 per cent of all 
stocks listed are selling at $2 a 
share, 20 per cent from $2 to $5 
and 20 per cent from $5 to $10, 
making a total of 56 per cent of all 
stocks now selling at $10 a share 
or less.

to That Policy.

that candidates for office pledge 
themselves to work for reduction | 
of public expenditures and for ¢uts

in salaries of public officials. 


The resolution, proposed by Eph- 
rim Caplan, an attorney, asks can- 
didates to promise, in writing, to 
work for immediate reduction of 


salaries and wages of all persons on 


the public payroll, including the 
candidate himself: and that this 
reduction be not less than 20 per 


cent below the salary paid in 1928 
on ajl salaries of more than $1800 


a year. 


If the candidate’ seeks a legisla- 
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Se 


tive office, the pledge would re- 
quire him to “demand or initiate 
and support” such proposals with- 
in three months after taking office; 
or if seeking an executive position. 
the pledge is to “invite legislation 
or promulgate orders” within 30 
days. If the reduction cannot be 
made legally, a move for a volun- 
tary reduction is promised, with at- 
tempts to “seek by lawful means 
the removal from the public pay- 
roll” of those not consenting to re- 
duction. | 

The pledge applies also to ap- 
propriations, which are to be held 
to 80 per cent of their former 
amount, “except appropriations for 
emergency matters directly affect- 
ing the public health or safety.” 


If any candidate fails or refuses 
to give the requested pledge, the 
resolution states that “prompt no- 
tice thereof shall be given to the 
voters through the press and other 
public channels.” A committee of 
five is to be named by the presi- 
dent, Frank Yawitz, to carry out 
the purpose of the resolution and 
place the pledge before candidates. 


The secretary, Ben Dalzell, was 
instructed to give textual copies of 
the resolution to any other organi- 
zation desiring to co-operate in the 
move.

With these changes, but not in- 
eluding tiree other increases 


amounting to $26,900, which the 
committee later indorsed, and ihe 
Board of Estimate has not yet ap- 
proved, the net increase in the 
original budget bill is $222,868. 
This would mean, by the latest cal- 
culation, 2 deficit of $565,566 at 
the end of the present fiscal year. 
If the Police Department should 
take a 10 per cent pay cut, saving 
the city $409,470, this deficit would 
be reduced to about $156,000. 

The three increases favored by 
the committee, but not yet approved 
by the Board of Fstimate, and not 
included in the foregoing fiz res, 
are: Psychiatric Clinic, from $2100 
to $9000; Efficiency Board, ‘rom 
$10,900 to $20,900; Assessor, $10,- 
000 addition for beginning new 
scientific assessment equalization 
system. 

Governor, Police Board Confer. 

Gov, Caulfiel€ and the Police 
Board discussed the police pay cut 
proposal for three hours last eve- 
ning, at the Governor's room in the 
Coronado Hotel. No conclusion was 
reached. President Kiel said the 
matter would be before the board 
again at its meeting tomorrow af- 
ternoon. 

Two legal points were raised by 
members of the board. One was 
the question whether, in view of 
the explicit terms of the police sal- 
ary law, the salaries could be re- 
duced even if the policemen were 
to sign waivers. The other ques- 
tion was whether the board, having 
submitted its estimate to the Board 
of Estimate, could alter that esti- 
mate. The board has thus far made 
reductions in its original estimate, 
amounting to $359,000. 

The Governor, at Jefferson City 
today, said he still thought the Po- 
lice Department should co-operate 
with the city-controlied depart- 
ments in cutting appropriations to 
meet the city’s present needs. 

No Effort to Canvass Police. 

“The cuts which the board has 
made in its general operating ex- 
pensas are probably as large as can 
be made safely,” the Governor said. 
“Any further reduction must af- 
fect police salaries. I still feel that 
this reduction should be made, but 
the legal position of the board 
must be determined. I sincerely 
hope no legal obstacle will be 
raised.”” He repeated his comment 
of a few days ago, that the cost of 
living had decreased greatly since 
police salaries, with a basic pay of 
$180 a month for patrolmen, were 
fixed br the Legislature.

Initiative Election Proposed to 
Force Reinstatement of _ 
Chief Ward. 


Enattment by initiative of the 
ordinances killed yesterday. by the 
University City Board of Alder- 
men, which would have re-instated 
George Ward as Chief of Police o: 
that city, was proposed last night 
at a meeting of the Civic Votars’ 


League. 

Franklyn Meyer, president of 
the league and: of the University 
City Chamber of Commerce, ap- 
pointed a committee of six law- 
yers to determine how this might 
be done, and to inquire into the 
validity of ordinances which made 
possible ‘Ward’s ouster. 

In addressing the meeting, held 
in a vacant store building at 6653 
Enright avenue, Meyer mentioned 
that someone had suggested the 
committee might also look into the 
possibility of . recalling Mayor 
Ruth, Ward’s principal antagonist 
in the city administration. Ap- 
plause greeted this suggestion, but 
nothing was done about it. Meyer 
said today he did not ‘think the 
present situation warranted such 
drastic action as an attempt to 
recall the Mayor. — 

Sarpy Noonan is chairman of 
the committee of six lawyers which 
is to report its recommendations 
at a meeting next Tuesday night. 
The report‘is to deal with the most 
feasible method of restoring Ward 
to his post as Chief of Police, 
whether by attacking the validity 
of the ordinance under which: his 
salary and prerogatives as head of 
the Police Department were trans- 
ferred to a Commissioner of Po- 
lice appointed by the Board of Al- 
dermen, or by ré-instating him 
through an initiative election. 

Until 1930 the City Marshal, 
chosen by election, was also e 
head of the police department. 
Mayor Ruth’s administration 
changed this by establishing the 
office of Police Commisisoner, and 
Ward received the first appoint- 
ment to that post. Last autumn, 
however, he was removed. He re- 
mained as City Marshal, the office 
to which he had been elected, ata 
salary of $1 a year. 

Mayor Ruth cast the deciding 
vote yesterday in killing the bills 
which would have reinstated Ward. 
The Aldermen were deadlocked, 
three to three, in their vote on a 
committee report adverse to the 
bills. The three who voted to ac- 
cept the committee’s report were 
holdover members. The three who 
voted against the committee’s re- 
port and in favor of Ward, were 
new members, elected last April 
with the support: of the Civic Vot- 
ers’ League.

ROOSEVELT QUOTES JEFFERSON 
IN PLEA FOR ‘FORGOTTEN MAN’ 


Calls on U. 8. in Georgia Speech 


to Aid Small Home Owner 
and Farmer. 
By’ the Associated Prass. 

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., May 19. 
—Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt of 
New York yesterday drew on words 
of Thomas Jefferson to phrase a 
plea for the “forgotten man” whon) 
he designated in another speech 
a month ago as the small home 
owner and farmer not provided for 
in the Federal economic rehabili- 
tation plans. — 

Addressing a meeting of Kiwan- 
lans, Roosevelt took his theme from 
a quotation in a Jefferson letter. 
written in July, 1926, two days be- 
fore the former President died. It 
was, “The mass of mankind was 
not born with saddles on their 
backs, nor were the favored few 
born booted and spurred ready to 
tide mankind either legitimately or 
by the grace of God.” 

“I think this is just as true to- 
day,” Roosevelt said. “The mass 
were not born with saddles on their 
backs. They can have them re- 
moved by the right kind of outlook 
on Government and their neigh- 
bors. 

“Nobody wants the Government 
to assume more functions, but the 
Government can not let people 
starve and suffer. We shall enter 
upon a period of comparative pros- 
perity and by practice of the Sec- 
ond Commandment, ‘Love thy 
neighbor as thyself’ we shall know 
from where food, clothing and 
roofs for all shall come.”

PROGRAM FOR RELIEF AND

WASHINGTON, May 19%-— 


Speaker Garner today in a formal 
statement made three suggestions 
to relieve the economic situation in 
the country and said he hoped the 
administration would co-operate 
with Congress in enacting them 
into, legislation. 

His program called for the issu- 
ance of $1,000,000,000 in bonds for 
a Government building program, 
broadening the base of the Recon- 


struction Finance Corporation to 
add $1,000,000,000 to its present 
$2,000,000,000 capital and passage 
of the Huddleston bill to place 
$100,000,000 in the hands of Presi- 
dent Hoover to be used in relieving 
“extreme suffering in any section of 
the country.” | 

Garner said he was “unalterably 
opposed to the dole, but it must be 
apparent that before Congress ad- 
journs some real effort must be 
made toward taking care of the un- 
employment situation as well as the 
people who are in physical distress 
as a result of lack of food and 
raiment.” 


Measures so Far Futilc. 


“Ever since Congress met in De- 
cember,” Garner said, “it has been 
discussing and undertaking to pass 
legislation that would be helpful, 
in relieving the present distressing 
economic conditions. Some far- 
reaching legislation has been 
placed upon the statute books. 

‘IT have been hopeful that these 
legislative efforts would tend to 
bring about better conditions, but 
the facts are that the unemploy- 
ment and distress of the people 
are greater now than when Con- 
gress was organized last Decem- 
ber.” 

Garner said it was evident that 
the situation could not be reme- 
died by international negotiations 
to remove barriers and restrictions 
on international commerce, “since 
the present administration will not 
permit legislation of this nature.” 

“Therefore we must consider 
what, if anything. can be done to 
improve the situaton by direct ac- 
tion of the Government.” 

Garner issued the formal state- 
ment from the Speaker’s office 
efter numerous conferences with 
various groups in his party and 
members of the Republican party. 

Suggestions in Detail. 

His suggestions féllow: 

“First: I would pass what is 
known as the Huddleston bill, 
which has for its purpose the plac- 
ing in the hands of the President 
$100,000,000 to be used as he 
deems necessary to relieve extreme 
suffering in any section of the 


country. If it is not necessary to 
use it, of course it will not be 
used. , 


“This is in accord with the action 
of the Congress in 1898 when it 
placed in the hands of President 
McKinley as well as the command- 
ing General of the Army in the 
Philippines, $100,000,000 to be ex- 
pended as his judgment might 
deem advisable in the defense of 
the country. 

“Likewise, in 1917, $100,000,000 
were placed at the disposal of 
President Wilson for similar pur- 
poses. It has been said, with some 
degree of truth, that the present 
condition is more distressing to the 
people of this nation than in either

i898 or 1917, and surely we can 
trust the President to use the $100,- 
000,000 patriotically and wisely for 
the purpose intended. |

“Second: I would broaden the 
base of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, permit it to exercise 
its judgment in making loans with- 
out any restriction whatever, and 
add $1,000,000,000 to its authorized 
issue, making the total $3,000,000,- 
000 instead of $2,000,000,000 as at 
present. 


“This would enable that corpora- 
tion to loan funds to states, coun- 
ties and cities where legal and ade- 
quate security could be offered. It 
would also permit that corporation 
to exercise its good judgment in 
making loans to individuals.or cor- 
poratiogs where adequate security 
is offered and where it is assured 
that labor would be employed. 


“The principal purpose of the 
original Reconstruction Act was 
two-fold—to sustain credit of banks 
and.corporations and to loan money 
to industrial corporations, such as 
railways, for the employment of 
additional labor. There has been 
little or none of the second pur- 
pose brought about. 

“The principal activities of the 
corporation up to this time have 
been to sustain the credit of banks 
and other corporate interests by 
‘aking their frozen assets and 
making them loans upon the same 
which could not be had otherwise; 
and in loaning money to railway 
corporations largely for the pur- 
pose of paying interest and matur- 
ing obligations. 

“We surely can trust the present 
board to wisely administer the ad- 
ditional duties as they are admin- 
istering the present limited duties.

“Third: I would provide for the 
issuance of $1,000,000,000 worth of 
bonds for the purpose of a gov- 
ernmental building program, based 
largely upon laws already passed 
by Congress and approved by the 
President. 

“In order that there might be no 
infringing upon the present budget 
obligations, I would levy a tax at 
the same time to take care of the 
interest and sinking fund. This 
procedure would be economically 
sound and ‘vould give considerable 
employment to labor in different 
sections of the country and make 
provision for governmental activi- 
ties which must be had, under any 
conditions, in the near future. 

“Of course the first question 
asked under the third suggestion 
would probably be ‘what taxes 
would you levy?’ T have not tried 
to make a survey with the view of 
offering suggestions, but, speaking 
for myself only, I would levy one- 
third of 1 cent per gallon gasoline. 
' “Of course, this and other taxes, 
of similar nature would be repealed 
as soon as conditions improve to 
the point where our revenue from 
incomes, inheritances and cor- 
poration taxes would meet our ex- 
penditures.” 

A few minutes after Garner is- 
sued hik statement, Representative 
La Guardia (Rep.), New York, 
quoted from it to the House and 
had it printed in the record. 

“The whole country is going to

INUKATS FUNERAL 
NN TOKIO: POLITICAL 
TENSION LESSENED 


Buddhist Services Held at 
Home of the Assassinated 
Premier — No Outside 
Ceremonies. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 

TOKIO, May 19.—Buddhist fu- 
neral services attended by 500 of 
the leading public men of Japan, 
who crowded into the public hall 
of the residence, was held today 
for Premier Takeshi Inukai, mur- 
dered Sunday by a gang of ultra~ 
nationalist assassins. 

The, Seiyuakai party of which 
Inukai was head, conducted the 
services. These consisted merely of 
the reading of messages extolling 
the virtues and services of the dead 
statesman. They were read by the 
heads of the Seiqukai and Minseito 
parties while messengers repre- 
senting the Emperor and Empress 
burned incense before the altar on 
which the plain wooden casket 
rested. 

The general public did not par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies and 
there was no procession and no 
outside ceremonies. ‘ 

This afternoon the body will be 
cremated. Part of the ashes will 
be buried in Zoshigaya Cemetery 
here and the rest at Inukai’s birth- 
place at Okayama. 

As soon as the funeral services 
were over the party leaders re- 
sumed their parleys over the new 
Cabinet. The situation had cleared 
considerably and the indication was 
that the army and: political lead- 
ers had patched up their differ- 
ences. It was believed the army 
would accept a Cabinet made up 
chiefly of members of the Seiyu- 
kai Party, but containing some oth- 
ers. It was predicted that Gen. 
Sadao Araki, who resigned follow- 
ing the assassination of Inukai, 
would be renamed Minister of War. 

The prospect for political peace 
resulted in a strong tone on the To- 
kio Stock Exchange during the 
morning. Leading shares recov- 
ered their losses of Wednesday and 
several rose above the closing quo- 
tations on Saturday. 

Prince Saionji, last of the elder 
statesmen, arrived from Okitsu to- 
day, motored to his home here and 
began a series of conferences pre- 
paratory to advising Emperor Hi- 
rohito on the selection of a new 
Premier.

T is interesting to note your awaken- 

ing to the enormities of the Federal 
pension graft. 

When demobilization of thé World 
War army was completed, the military 
authorities reported that of the 4,000,- 
000 men who were mobilized, 185,617 
had been discharged with disability. To 
date, approximately 1,000,000 men have 
filed claims for compensation, stating 
under oath that they iftcurred disability 
during war service. About 500,000 per- 
sons are receiving or have received com- 
pensation for disability adjudicated as 
having been incurred during war service. 

A study of the reports of the Veterans’ 
Bureau indicates that about one-tenth of 
the total number of persons who received 
compensation were disabled as a result 
of enemy action, and that possibly about 
another 10 per cent had military records 
indicating that a disability was incurred 


_ in service. So it would appear that there 


were placed upon the compensation roll 


close to 400,000 men who had no mili-; 


tary record of disabling disease or in- 
jury. 

If the military and naval records are 
even approximately correct, it would 
seem, first, that there has been whole- 
sale perjury and fraud in connection 
with claims for compensation for war- 
incurred disability; or, second, that these 
laws have been unreasonably and unwar- 
conditions 
not in fact incurred in service; or, third, 
that there has been looseness and incom- 


* petence in the interpretation and admin- 


istration of these laws. It is believed 
that all three of the above are correct. 

At a recent hearing in Congress, the 
director of the Veterans’ Bureau stated 
that the expenditures for pension and 
compensation would total 25 billions 
by 1945 under the law as it now stands. 
It was estimated that the pension law 
of 19330 for World War survivors would 
place 300,000 men on the rolls. There 
are now three-quarters of a million and 
they are going on at the rate of 1000 a 
day. It is estimated that within five 
years the number of World War pen- 
sioners will be 2,000,000, each of whom 
will receive on an average $25 per 
month. That is conservative. 

In spite of this burden already as- 
sumed, the House a few days ago passed 
a widows and orphans’ pension bill 
which, in magnitude of ultimate outlay, 
exceeds everything which has gone be- 
fore. The public fear was allayed by the 
soothing statement that it would cost 
only $100,000,000 during the first five 
years. That is only a drop in the bucket. 
Once established, it will go on increasing 
from year to year until the ultimate cost 
would be incomprehensible to the mind 
of man. 

Where is all this money to pay pen- 


sions to come from? Clearly from those} 


who have it, by Federal taxation so huge 
as to be practically a confiscation of 
wealth. It is high time for those who 
have anything of value to band together 
for protection from pension raiders.

High Gas and Electric Rates. 


- To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch: 


OW long will the Public Service Com- 
mission allow the Laclede Gas Co. 
and the Union Electric Co. to charge the 
people such exorbitant rates—rates that 
sap the life blood of those who are de- 
pendent upon those companies for neces- 
Sities of life? 
At a time like this, when the consum- 


rates that existed at the peak of the con- 
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this country would suffer should such a union be 
formed. Already the trade lost south.of the Panama 
Canal reaches an impressive total. This country sold 
$530,000,000 worth of goods to South America in 1929, 
and only $155,000,000 worth last year. Part of this 
loss was caused by the economic depression, of course, 
but not all of it. 

The Latin American nations, acting independently, 
already have instituted reprisals. Mexico has raised 
ber tariffs on ‘arm products, with such increases as 
100 per cent on lard and 600 per cent on corn. Ar 
gentina, which formerly admitted our motor trucks 
duty free, now levies a tax of 33 per cent. 

Argentina has been a leading protestant for some 
years against this country’s tariff policy. At the 
Pan-American conference in 1928, she attacked our 
rates; and sought support from neighboring coun- 
tries. Only those exporting farm products and meat, 
like Argentina herself, joined the protest. But now 
that duties on copper, rubber, lumber and oil are 
under consideration by our Congress, other nations 
feel compelled to act in self<defense. Peru declares a 
United States duty on copper would throw from 10,000 
to 20,000 miners out of work; hence, the high tariff 


scale proposed in retaljation. 


self-evident in any consideration of restoring pros- 
perity, and the Latin American field is an important 
one for this country’s exporters. Likewise, the well- 
being of our southern neighbors is of importance to 
many citizens who have invested in Latin American 
securities, now sadly depreciated.

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INCORPORATION OF THE SUBURBS. 

The proposed incorporation of Affton, St. Louis 
County, is a wise move, that should be followed by 
other populous suburbar districts. If St. Louis can- 
not be extended into the suburbs, the next best thing 
is to incorporate the atijacent areas not already in 
towns. 

Services which the people need and demand can- 
not be rendered conveniently, if at all\except by mu- 
nicipalities. The county does not have the authority 
or the organization to supply them, and they are 
properly town and village functions. Under proper 
management, new towns need not have large tax 
rates. For the average home owner in the sections 
which would benefit most from incorporation, a town 
tax would be only a few dollars a year. In some in- 
stances, the tax might be no more than present vol- 
untary subscriptions for fire protection or street 
lights. ) | 

There are 20 cities, towns and villages incorperated 
in the county now. In addition to the Affton region, 
communities which should find incorporation advan- 
tageous include Overland, Vinita Park and Wheaton: 
Wellston and St. John’s; Pine Lawn, Normandy, and 
Carsonville; Jennings and the area to the northeast 
and Luxemburg and vicinity. Some of the existing 


towns might well expand, and the amalgamation of 


others is in order. “Orphan strips” of territory, of 
which there are several glaring instances, should be 
taken in by their neighbors.

HE few Americans who take seriously 

the quaint idea that we owe something 

to the Indians who gave us the United 
States are always more or less at logger- 
heads with the professional Indian guardians 
of Uncle Sam's [Indian Bureau. But for 
the last year, the battle has raged with in- 
creasing intensity. 

Comparatively little news of this conflict 
gets into the public prints. Outside of these 
peculiar persons who have charged them- 
selves with seeing that the country’s obliga- 
tion is not completely distorted into new 
methods of exploitation and robbery, about 
the only white Americans interested in the 
Indian are those who live off him. 

These, of course, include the $212 full- 
time jobholders in the Indian Bureau. While 
it appears inherently necessary that some 
such group must exist if the obligation to 
the aborigines is to be met, every passing 
year illustrates more strikingly that Poor 
Le ts as much a victim of his protectors as 
he is of those from whom they are supposed 
to protect him. 


The answer, of course, lies in the fact | 


that while the bureau jobhoiders are sup- 
posed to be working in the Indians’ interest, 
it is the white taxpayers who foot the bills. 
In the West, however, there are a lot of 
such whites who can make more out of 
farming the Indians than they have to con- 
tribute to the Indian Bureau's support. 


Their political strength is potent both with 


the Indian Bureau and Congress, with the 
result that Poor Lo usually comes out at 
the short end of every effort to “improve” 
him. 


Take the case of the Navajos. When un- 


defenders of the Indians are fighting for 
reductions in general in the Indian Bureau 
appropriation, while the bureau—prqbably 
not strangely—is fighting against them. 

The American Indian Defense Association, 
for example, cheered most of Secretary W1)- 
bur’s recent proposals for cuts totaling 
$1.750,000, but Congress completely ignored 
them.

Boosts President and Assails 
Democrats in Two Talks 
Here, 


Mrs. Dolly Curtis Gann, sister of 
Vice President Curtis and storm- 
center of a social precedence fight 


with Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Long- 
worth that amused and disturbed 
Washington officialdom three 
years ago, read two speeches last 
night to the Republican Profes- 
sional and Business Woman’s Club 
of St. Louis.

Mrs.. Gann was guest of honor 
and principal speaker at a banquet 
of the women’s club at Hotel Coro- 
nado. She has been touring the 
country, speaking in behalf of the 
Republican party and the Presi- 
dent, and hand-shaking voters and 
minor district leaders. 

Her preliminary statement, after 
sentences of approval for Repub- 
lican St. Louis and its politics, was 
that she could nto recall “a time 
when it seemed to me more im- 
portant that the Republican party 
be placed in power . . . than right 
now.” 

Assails Democrats’ Work. 

Then she turned to a discussion 
of the pending tax measures in the 
House. She deplored, she _ said, 
that the Democrats, showing their 
unfitrfess to rule the House, re- 
jected President Hoover's tax bill 
and submitted one of their own 


of nonpartisanship, she continued, 
the President accepted the Demo- 
cratic bill, but the Democrats re- 
moved the limit on debate and 
amendments and “the bill became 
a football, tossed about and torn 
at with utter disregard of the con- 
sequences. The House became— 
and I quote the remark of a Dem- 
ocratic Congressman, ‘Nothing bet- 
ter than a mob.’” 


At this point, the electrically- 
lighted stand on which Mrs. Gann’s 
speech copies were resting, fell 
down. It was put back in place, 
but fell frequently during the rest 
of the addresses. finally Dr. E. 
B. Clements, Republican National 
Committeeman, held the stand at 
the proper angle while Mrs. Gann 
concluded reading from a leather- 
bound notebook, in which the sec- 
ond and longer speech was con- 
tained. 


The War, Not Hoover. 

A considerable part of the sec- 
ond speech was in defense of Pres- 
ident Hoover. It was the World 
War and not President Hoover that 
caused the “present great national 
and international period of depres- 
sion,”’ she said. She presented a 
touching picture of the peaceful 
prosperity of the world in 1914 be- 
fore the war “burst upon the world 
like a bolt out of the blue.” 


“The war cost us $40,000,000,000, 
increased our national debt $26,- 
000,000,000, and will have cost us 
$150,000,000,000 before we are 
through. Sixty-five cents of every 
tax dollar goes out to pay for war, 
past and present.. Did you know 
that? It is evident that every 
problem, both foreign and domes- 
tic, harks back to the war. The 
war, and not Herbert Hoover. Now, 


does any sane mind have to seek 


the cause of the economic condi- 
tions of the last two years?”

Interstate Grocer, representing the 
Community Protective Association, 
composed of local merchants, told 
the committee that “chain stores 


take the cream and leave the 
skimmed milk for local retailers.” 


Schulte said the Kroger Grocer 
& Baking Co. had 303 stores here, 
doing a business of $15,000,000 an- 
nually, but made a tax return of 
$75,000 for fixtures, automobiles 
and other perscnal property and 
$5480 cash. Schulte said the val- 


vation on fixtures was $133 a store, 
or less than the value of iceboxes, 
and the cash figure was $18 a 
store, or not enough for ordinary 
change requirements. 

He asserted that annual sales 
of $8,717,000 were reported to the 
city for the merchants’ tax by the 
Kroger, A. & P. and Piggly Wiggly 
stores, but Government reports 
showed they did a business of $25,- 
000,000. He told of comparing 
prices advertised by the Walgreen 
drug stores with those of local 
drug stores, saying he found the 
prices of the latter to be lower in 
several instances. 

Chairman Eilers of the commit- 

tee asked Schulte if some chain 
stores coerced persons from whom 
they bought produce into taking 
merchandise orders as payment. 
Schulte replied that they did. Al- 
derman Lange said he had heard 
that the Kroger Co. gave Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., several $2.50 merchan- 
dise orders in payment for bever- 
ages and that Anheuser-Busch 
passed these on to its employes. 
Alderman Reinhardt declared this 
was true. 
Fred Marty, president of the Re- 
tail Grocers’ Assoctation, said the 
presence of chain stores was forc- 
ing down real estate values by 
causing store vacancies where local 
merchants were driven out of busi- 
ness. The proposed tax would tend 
to equalize the share of local and 
chain merchants in supporting. the 
city. he insisted. Chain stores often 
worked their employes as long as 
15 hours a day. Marty added. 

F. 8. Swift related that the Re- 
tail Druggists’ Association, number- 
ing 500 local druggists, favored the 
bill. The North St. Louis Business 
Men's Association. with 1600 mem- 
bers, favored the bill, a spokesman 
said. 

R. T. Dunn, a traveling drug 
salesman, asserted that chain 
stores cut prices on drug products 
and demanded demonstrators at the 
manufacturers’ expense. Represen- 
tatives of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association and the United Com- 
mercial Travelers of America de- 
clared that chain stores affected 
jobbers adversely, reduced the 
work of salesmen and cut cdérre- 
spondingly into the hotel and res- 
taurant business coming from sales- 
men. 

Opinions and decisions.on the 
legality of a chain store tax will 
be submitted to the committee by 
E. F. Brennan, attorney for the 
Community Protective Association, 
at the next hearing, at City Hal! at 
7:30 p. m. next Monday. The pro- 
posed tax is $25 a store for chains 
having from two to five stores, 
with a sliding scale upward for ad- 
ditional stores, to $250 a unit for 
chains of more than 25 stores.

Captain’s Report Says All Would 
Have Been Saved But for

ARIS, May ihe cabinit 689 of 
the passengers and crew of the 
French motorship Georges Philip- 
par, ‘which burned Monday in the 
Gulf of Aden, were rescued, the 
master of the vessel declared in a 
report today to the French Gov-

A total of 767 persons was 
aboard the ship, according to the 
owners, the Compagnie des Messa- 
geries Maritimes. These figures 
indicate 78 persons are missing. 
‘“Tf the unbelievable rapidity 
with which the fire spread had Lot 
caused loss of life, we would have 
been able to save everybody,” Capt. 
Vicq, commander of the vessel, 
said in a report made public by 
Charles Guernier, Minister of Pub.

SWIFT, ARMOUR IN NEW APPEAL 


Ask Supreme Court to Reconsider 
Bar on Grocery Business.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Swift 
& Co. and Armour & Co. today 
asked the Supreme Court to recon- 
sider its recent decision refusing to 
modify the consent decree under 
which the packers are restricted to 
dealing only in products of slaugh- 
ter houses. The Court reversed the 
action of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, which had 
permitted the packers to handle 
groceries.

5 NEW FLYING BOATS. 
FORU. S. COAST GUARD 


They Will Be Used for Rescue 
Work and Destruction 
of Derelicts. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 19. — A 
fleet of five new flymg boats, each 
with a cruising range of 1100 miles, 
will soon be speeding the rescue 
and safety work of the United 
States Coast Guard. 

The first craft has been deliv- 
ered for flight tests and will be 
followed in 60 days by a second, 
with the remainder to be com- 
pleted at monthly intervals. 
Specially designed for coast- 
wise service, the first two will be 


stationed at Capt May, N. J., the 
next two at Miami, Fla. and the 
last probably at San Pedro, Cal. 


Their main work will be to go out 
on call to rescue persons in dis- 
tresf, to locate missing boats, and 
to destroy by mines or gunfire der- 
elicts and other menaces to navi- 
gation. 

As ships of mercy, they will car- 
ry complete first-aid kits and 
stretchers. Among the frequent ex- 
| pected missions will be flights to 
‘cagry doctors to ships out at sea 
or to carry emergency patients from 

ships to shore hospitals. 

| Though part of the equipment 
is a sub-machine gun. the Coast 
Guard does mot expect to use its 
planes against liquor runners be- 
cause these are known to eperate 
at night, and particularly in times 
of fog. when chances for detection 
are smallest. 

The first plane, like the four to 
follow, is a twin-engined mono- 
plane with a four-man crew, con- 
sisting of pilot, co-pilot, radio op- 
erator and mechanic. The single 
wooden wing has a 74-foot span, 
while the metal hull has an over- 
all length of 51 feet 8 inches. 

One of the provisions for res- 
cue work carried aboard is a life 
raft, which may be automatically 
inflated in emergency to support 
25 persons. 

Complete radio equipment for. 
telephone and telegraph communi- 


has a capacity of 26¢@ pounds of 
gasoline, enabling it to cruise for 
11 hours, and its top speed-at sea 
leve] is 124 miles an hour. 

Depending upon the amount of 
gasoline carried, there is room in 
the hold to accommodate from six 
to 10 persons when the plane is 
used for rescuing people from 
wrecked or disabled ships.

$1000 Rewards Offered. 

Rewards totaling $4000 have 
been offered by the State, counties 
and a bankers’ association for the 
capture of Floyd, dead or alive. 
More than a dozen bank robberies 
have been charged to the outlaw. 

The latest robbery occurred early 
in May when a Southern Oklahoma 
bank was looted by men identified 
as Floyd and Birdwell. A youth on 
a motor cycle.was kidnaped when 
he approacheé the robbers on a 
highway. 

Officers rushed to the scene from 
all parts of the State by motor car 
and airplane, and highways were | 
patroled by posSes, but no trace 
of thg robbers was found. 

The boy, released next day, said 
the robbers, after a running gun 
fight with Deputy Sheriffs, had 
driven into a thicket and covered 
their car with brush for the night.
